The purpose of this measure is to support facilities funding
for charter schools by:

(1) Appropriating funds to the State Public Charter School
Commission to support its facilities pilot project,
based, in part, on the need and performance of charter
schools; and

(2) Requiring annual reports by the Commission to the
Legislature for the duration of the pilot project.

The State Public Charter School Commission, Hawaii Public
Charter Schools Network, Hawaiian Educational Council, and many
concerned individuals supported the bill. Kamehameha Schools and
a concerned individual submitted comments.
